This  year  has  been  a  highly  successful  one 
for  the  School  of  Nursing  in  Athletics.  We 
have  participated  in  all  the  competitions  on 
the  interfaculty  level  with  the  exception  of 
archery  and  swimming. 

Field  Hockey  was  introduced  to  the  school : 
although  few  girls  had  ever  played  this  sport 
before  and  practices  and  games  were  held 
at  8  a.m.  We  had  two  very  enthusiastic  and 
bruised  teams.  We  hope  to  improve  our 
understanding  and  skill  in  this  sport  by 
sending  Jane  Huntley  and  Shirley  Jewel 
(both  of  degree  1)  to  Field  Hockey  Work 
Camp  in  Maine  next  September.  The  money 
for  this  project  was  raised  through  candy 
sales  and  voluntary  contributions. 

Basketball,  always  an  important  sport  in 
the  school,  also  received  its  usual  support  led 
by  its  three  intercollegiate  players:  Vaugh 
Adamson,  Connie  James  and  Ann  Zurrer 
(degree  1)  the  outstanding  junior  team  de¬ 
feated  all  comers,  reaching  the  university 
semi-finals  before  losing  a  hard  fought 
match  to  U.C.  The  senior  team  did  not  fare 
as  well,  seldom  mentioning  their  record  of 
no  wins  and  six  losses. 

During  the  fall  term  Judy  Arnup,  Gladys 
Milne  and  Nancy  Johnson  entered  the  golf 
tournament  at  Don  Valley,  enjoying  an  after¬ 
noon  of  free  duffing.  Two  students  entered 
the  tennis  tournament  and  gained  invaluable 
experience.  We  also  had  a  team  in  the  inter¬ 
facility  bowling  meet,  and  it  placed  fourth 


behind  PHE  and  two  VIC  teams.  In  this 
sport  vve  had  intercollegiate  competition. 

Ice  Hockey  began  before  Christmas  with 
Nursing  entering  a  wellrounded  and  enthu¬ 
siastic  team.  Again,  despite  bruises  and  8 
a.m.  games,  the  team  has  improved  last 
year’s  record  of  no  wins,  3  losses  and  2  ties 
to  3  wins,  and  2  losses  with  one  game  re¬ 
maining.  The  team  practiced  weekly  at  var¬ 
ious  Metropolitan  rinks,  much  to  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  local  boys. 

Several  evenings  have  seen  the  university 
nurses  striving  to  prove  their  athletic  super¬ 
iority  to  the  hospital  nurses  in  Basketball 
and  Ice  Hockey.  TEGH  succumbed  4-0  in 
hockey  and  against  Western  Hospital,  our 
girls  played  their  best  game  in  years,  losing 
3-2.  (This  was  a  major  improvement  over 
our  15-0  loss  to  them  last  year) . 

During  the  year  we  had  two  successful 
Athletic  Nights,  the  nursing  instructors 
being  the  centre  of  attention  on  Volleyball 
Night.  We  also  had  an  outstanding  Volley¬ 
ball  team  and  Curling  Rink  that  competed 
in  the  consolation  round  of  the  tournament. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  a  sincere 
thank  you  to  the  members  of  my  council  this 
year.  Without  their  wholehearted  efforts, 
sports  could  not  have  progressed  as  they  have 
in  our  school  this  year.
